It l» In the public barroom that the worst characters con- 
gregate, where thievcB and degeiicratoa mingle with dece.nt people who no In 
for a drink. H Is In the barroom that we find the plc.kpockots, and as Is 
often the case, the murderers. H wan to close tho public barroom that ths 
people voted no-license, uml the public barroom has been closed In Ixiwell 
since the first of May. That of Itself in IL gain for public, morals. It hn» 
been claimed that the barrooms are (Hill selling liquor on the sly. No doubt 
many of them are selling small quantities from hip pocket bottles, but the 
amount sold In thin way Is but a Bpoonful compared to what was dished 
out over the bars under license. 
The number of people now frequenting 


the barrooms and spcak-easlc* IB very nninll. Men who would formerly go 
In to tulie a drink In a public barroom would be ashamed, 
to 
be 
seen 


sneaking behind a door to lake a drink out. of 
a man's lilp pocket bottle. 


The barrooms arc not kept open today because the hip pocket 
business 


pnys, they arc open In the hope thut the city will vote for license next year, 
but another vote for no-license will close them up entirely. 


A great deal has been said iinont the quantity of liquor which Is brought 


Into Lowell, but very little is said about the quantity that was brought In 
under license. The trams of a single wholesale dealer would deliver more 
liquors in a day than are consumed In a month under no-license. In license 
times there was always a large quantity of wines and bottled ales delivered 
by express to families for home consumption, but no newspaper record is 
made of It. It Is really an Insignificant factor in the consumption of In- 
toxicating liquors In license tlinen. yet It represents today more than halt 
the quantity which 
IK heralded by the liquor orgnns as an enormous con- 


mimptlon under no-llccnsc. Kven admitting that the consumption of liquor 
were as great today as In license times, no-llcenne would still be a suc- 
cess from the simple fact that ninety per cent, of the liquor Is consumed In 
«hp quiet of men's homes where they <lo not get 
drunk, 
squander 
their 


money and make brutes of themselves. 
No better argument Is needed than 


the police court record which shows that the number of dmnks has 
been 


reduced to a very insignificant figure. 
It is now a very common thing to 


see as few as one to five drunks in the police court, yomc days there arc 
none nt all, but in license times thirty, forty or fifty was a common occur- 
rence, and then the police did not arrest one man In ten who was drunk on 
the MreetB. If they were to arrest nil the drunken men in a license year the 
Eolice. court would not be big enough to hold them. Hut today they are very 
duick to run in any man with a sign of liquor on him in order to raske a 
showing against r.o-liccnse. 


One of the most Important advantages of the no-llcensp yenr Is 
the 


Fnormous amount of money which it saves to the people. It Is doubtful If 
nil the speak-ensles and hip pocket institutions in Lowell sell two hundred 
dollars worth of llqnor in a day. 


It Is doubtful If they take from the pockets of the people of Lowell more 


than a thousand dollars a week, but tinder license the amount of money 
spent under public gaze in the open saloons was at least $1500 a day, and the 
quantity sold for home consumption represented at Inist SSOO more each day 
In the week. This made a total of $2000 a day. Think of It, more than hulf 
n million a, year drunk up, while today the speak-easy business would -not 
amount to inoro than fifty thousand dollars n year, and the quantity con- 
sumed In the homes would be no more than half this amount. There Is a 
saving to the citizens of Lowell of at least ten thousand dollars a week under 
no-license. Surely this is enough to say nothing of the moral side of the 
question, for no-license has undoubtedly left the homes of Lowell better than 
they ever were under a license system. There is less drunkenness, there Is 
less crime, there Is less poverty than there ever was under license. There Is 
a better state of morals and there Is less temptation held out to the young 
men who do not have to pass the open gilded saloon filled 
with 
drinking 


and jubilating beer gu7.zlers. 


"We claim that no-license has been a success. There are those who will 


insist that the police have not done their duty In enforcing the no-license law. 
but we are free to say that we do not airrcc w i t h tlnrn. Tho police officials have 
acquitted themselves in n moht t redltable 
manner. 
^Tinier

Moffatt the law has been enforced better than It ever wan In the history of 


• the city of Ixnvell under no-llcensc. We are not among those who Insist that 


If any liquor whatever Is sob', the police are therefore corrupt and In league 
with the law breakers. We have seen that sort of thing In Lowell but not 
this year. We believe the superintendent IB doing his utmost to stop Illegal 
pelllng, and the results show that his system IB a very effective one. True, 
there are a few spcak-easits which might be ferreted out. but this Is a very 
difficult operation, and Inkos time and caution. The 
superintendent 
with 


his excellent liquor 'squad Is gradually wiping them out. and we expect he 
will eventually run them all down. Wo believe In giving credit where credit 
Is due. It Is no encouragement to public ofllclnls when they are doing their 
best to be forever hounding at them and declaring that they are In league 
with the liquor dealers. We huvc seen the time when the. police department 
was corrupt, whun It winked nt violations of the low, but we cannot s<» any- 
thing of tho kind In Hiipcrlntenrtent Moffatt's administration so far. If he 
continucH to bring the violators to Justice nfl he has done, we think he will 
receive the approbation of the citizens of J.ownll wh«n the no-llconne year Is 
finished. 


We say. therefore, that no-llcenso Is n success, and tho result will be an- 


other year'of no-license ami another year of saving to the citrons, with a 
reduction In crime, a reduction In the numhcr of drunks nnd an Improve- 
ment In the inoralr of the city.

for the purpose of .IrlnkliiK. carousing and spondlnB their money and often 
the result Is Ihnt thev unintentionally get drunk. 
It Is not the line but 


Ihe abuse of liquor that the host element In our city Is opposed to. 
There 


has always been and always will be a certain amount of Unuor consumed in 
n quiet, unobjectionable way, nnd If all the liquor was 
consumed 
In 
tlm 


quiet of the homes of decent people where drunkenness never results, there 
jiever would be any outcry against the o.ylls of Intoxicating liquor. 
It 
Is 


•where the aalo of lirjuor brings about drunkenness, debauchery, 
degrada- 


tion poverty and crime, tliut public sentiment steps in and Pays this must 
be stopped. The excessive drinking has always been done In tho public 
Imrrooms, and the public barroom existed by vote of Ihe citizens. The bar- 
room was licensed to sell liquor openly lo any person who had money to 
jwy for It. 
The. result was that the public barroom became a public nuis- 


ance 
It Is there that drunkenness, rioting and degradation begin. It Is In 


Ihe public barroom that men spenu the money they should bring home to 
Oii'lr families. It Is In the public barroom that the worst characters con- 
gregate, where llilovon and degenerates mingle wtth decent people who go In 
for u drink 
H in In the barroom that we nnd tho pickpockets, and as Is 


often the case, the murderers. It was to close the public barroom that tho 
people voted no-license, and the public barroom has been closed In l/»voll 
Flnce the first of May. That of Itself Is a gain for public morals. It has 
been claimed that the barrooms are still selling llmlor on Ihe sly. No doubt 
many of them are selling small quant Hies from hip pocket bottles, but Ihe 
amount Fold In this way Is but a spoonful compared to what wns dished 
out over Ihe bars tinder license. 
The number of people now frequenting 


Ihe barrooms and speak-ensles is very small. Men who would formerly go 
in to take a drink In a public barroom would bo ashamed 
to 
be 
seen 


sneaking behind a door to take a drlnlt out of 
a man's hip pocket boltle. 


The barrooms are not kept open today because the hip pocket business 
pays, they are open In the hope that the city will vote for license nc%t year, 
but another vote for no-license will close them up entirely. 


A great (leal has been said about the quantity of liquor which Is brought 


Into Lowell, but very little is said about tho Quantity that was brought In 
under license. The teams of a Dingle wholesale dealer would deliver more 
liquors In a day than are consumed In a month under no-license. In license, 
times there was always a large quantity of wines and holtled alec delivered 
by express to families for home consumption, but no newspaper record Is 
made of It. It Is really an Insignificant factor In the consumption of In- 
toxicating liquors In license times, yet It represents today more than halt 
the quantity which is heralded hy the liquor organs as an enormous, con- 
sumption under no-license. Bven admitting that the consumption of liquor 
•were as great today as In license times, no-license would still be a suc- 
cess from the simple fact that ninety per cent, of tho liquor Is consumed In 
the quiet of men's homes where they do not got drunk, 
squander 
their 


money and make brutes of themselves. No better argument Is needed than 
the police court record which shows that the number of drunks ban 
heen 


reduced to a very Insignificant figure. It Is now a very common thing to 
see M few as one to five drunks In tho police court. Pome days there are 
none at all, but In license times thirty, forty or fifty was a common occur- 
rence, and then the police did not arrest one man In ten who was drunk on 
the streets. If they were to arrest all the drunken men In a license year the 
police court would not be big enough to hold them. 
Hut today they are very 


quick to run in any man with a sipi of liquor on him In order to make a 
Knowing against no-license. 


One of. the most important advantage!) of the no-license year 
Is the 


enormous amount of money which it saves to the people. It Is doubtful if 
oil the speak-easles and hip pocket institutions In Ixiwcll sell two hundred 
dollars worth of liquor in a day. 


It is doubtful If they take from Ihe pockets of the people of Lowell more 


than a thousand dollars n week, but under license the amount of money 
spent under public gaze In the open saloims wns at least Jlftnf) a day, and the 
quantity sold fnr home consumption represented at least $,"00 more each day 
In the week. This made a total of $2000 a day. Think of II. more than half 
a million a. year drunk np. while today the speak-easy business would not 
amount to moro than fifty thousand dollar? a year, and the quantity i-nr,- 
sumed In the homes would be no more than half this amount. There Is a 
saving to the citizens of T.owrll of at least ten thousand dollurs a week under 
no-license. Surely this is enough to say nothing of the moral side of the 
question, for no-license has undoubtedly left the homes of 7jowe!l belter than 
they ever were under a license system. There Is less drunkenness, there Is 
less crime, there Is less poverty than there over was under license. There Is 
:i better state of mora-ls and there is h-ss l'-mptatlon held out to the young 
men who do not have to pass the open gilded saloon filled 
wllh drinking 


and jubilating beer guzzlers. 


We claim that no-license has heen a success. There are those who will 


Insist that the police have not done their duty in enforcing the no-llcenpe law. 
but we are free to say that wo do not agreowiththrm. The pollen officials have 
acquitted themselves In a most creditable manner, 
'..'nder 
Superintendent 


Moffatt the law has been enforced holler than It ever was In the history of 
the city of Lowell under no-license. We are not among those who Insist that 
if n.ny liquor whatever Is sold, tho police are therefore cornipt and In league, 
with the law brenkers. Wo have seen that Port of thing In Lowell but not 
this year. We believe the superintendent IB doing his utmost to stop Illegal 
selling, and the results show thnt his system Is n very effective one. True, 
there arc a few spen.k-ea.sles which might be ferreted out, but this Is n very 
difficult operation, nnd takes time and caution. Tho 
superintendent with 


his excellent Honor squad Is gradually wiping them out, and wo expect be 
will eventually run them all down. We believe In giving credit where, credit 
In due. It Is no encouragement to public officials when they are doing Ihelr 
best to be forever hounding nl them and declaring thai 
I hoy are In league 


with the liquor dealers. Wu have seen the time when the police department 
was corrupt, when It winked nt violations of the law, but wo cannot see any- 
thing of the kind In Superintendent Moffatfs administration so far. If he 
continues to brlnfr tho violators to Justice as he hns done, we think he will 
receive the approbation of I ho citizens of Lowell whtn th« no-llconsc year Is 
finished. 


We say. therefore, that no-license Is n miccr-ss, nnfl the rr-sult will ««• an- 


other year of no-license and another year of flnvlnK to Ihr rlllzens. wllh a 
rrduction In rrlmo, a reduction In the nuinbrr of drunks and an improvc- 
wnl In thr mornls of (he city,

The excessive drinking bus nlw.'iyn been done In the public 
barrooms, and the. public barroom existed by vote of the citizens. The Inu- 
ruom was licensed to sell liquor openly to any person who hail money to 
pay for It. 
The result was that the public barroom, became a public nuls- 


«ncc. It Is there that drunkenness, rioting and degradation begin. It Is in 
the public barroom that men spend the money they should bring home to 
their families. It Is In the public barroom that the worst characters con- 
gregate, where thieves and degenerates mingle with decent people who go lu 
for a drink. It Is in the barroom that we find the pickpockets, and as is 
often the ease, the murderers. It wan to close the public barroom that the 
teople voted no-license, and the public barroom has been closed In I/owcll 
inee the first of May. That of Itsclt is a gain for public morals. It has 
been claimed that the barrooms are still scllliiK liquor on the sly. Nn doubt 
many of them arc selling small quantities from hip pocket bottles, but the 
amount sold In this ivny IB but a spoonful compared to what was dished 
out over the bars under license. 
The number of people now frequenting 


the barrooms and speak-casles is very small. Men who would formerly go 
In to take n drink In a public barroom would be ashamed 
to 
bo seen 


sneaking behind a door to take a drink out of 
a man's hip pocket bottle. 


The barrooms are not kept open today because 
the hip pocket 
business 


pays, they are open In the liope that the city will vote for license next year, 
but another vote for no-license will close them up entirely. 


A great deal has been'said about the quantity of liquor which Is brnught 


Into Lowell, but very little fa said about the quantity that was brought In 
under license. The teams of a single wholesale dealer would deliver more 
liquors in a day than are consumed in a month under no-license. In license 
times there was always a large quantity of wines and bottled ales delivered 
by express to families for home consumption, but no newspaper record Is 
made of it. It is really an insignificant factor In the consumption of In- 
toxicating liquors- in license times, yet it represents today more than half 
the quantity which is heralded by the liquor organs as an enormous con- 
sumption under no-ltcense. Even admitting thnt the consumption of liquor 
were as great today as in license times, no-license would still be a suc- 
cess from the simple fact that ninety per cent, ot the liquor Is conpnmc-d In 
the quiet of men's homes where they do not gi-t 
drunk, 
squander 
their 


money and make brutes of themselves. 
No better argument Is needed than 


the police court record which shows that the number of drunks has 
been 


.reduced to a very insignificant figure. It is now a very common thing to 
Bee as few as one to five drunks in the police court. Some days there are 
none at all, but in license times thirty, forty or fifty was :i common occur- 
rence, and then the police did not arrest one man In ten who was drunk on 
the ptreets. If they were to arrest all the drunken men in a license year the 
police court would not be big enough to hold them, Rut to.day they are very 
quick to run in any man with a sign of liquor on him In onlcr to make a 
showing against r.o-llcense. 


One of, the most Important advantages of the no-IIccnso year 
Is 
the 


enormous amount of money which H saves to the people. It is doubtful if 
oil the speak-easies and hip poetet Institutions in Lowell sell Iwo hundred 
dertlflrs worth of liquor in a. day. 


It Is doubtful if they take from the poe.kets of the people of Lowell mere 


than a thousand dollars a week, but under license the amount of money 
spent under public, gaze in the open saloons was at least Slf-oO n day. and the 
quantity sold for home consumption represented at least $^00 more each day 
in the week. This made a total of $2000 a day. Think of it, more than half 
a million a year drunk up, while today the sppak-easy business would nut 
amount to more than fifty thousand dollars a year, and the quantity con- 
sumed In the homes would he no more than half this amount. There Is a 
saving to the citizens of Lowell of at least ten thousand dollars a week under 
no-license. Surely this is enough to pay nothing of the moral side of the 
question, for no-lleense has undoubtedly left the homes of T,o\\ ell better than 
they ever were under a license system. There is less drunkenness, there Is 
less crime, there to less poverty thn.n there ever was under license. There is 
a better state of morals and there Is less temptation held out to the young 
men who do not have to pass the open gilded saloon filled 
with 
drinking 


and jubilating b^er guzzlers. 


TVe claim that no-license has been a success. There are those who will 


insist that the police have not done their duty In enforcing the no-license law, 
but wo are free to say that we do not aprfewlthlhem. The police i-nlclals hav<* 
acquitted themselves in a most (reilital.le 
manner. 
Under 
Sui>erimende:it 


Moffatt the law has been enforced better than It ever was in the history of 
The city of Lowell under no-license. "We are nnt among those v hn Insist that 
if any liquor whatever Is sold, the poHee are therefore corrupt and in league 
with the law breakers. We have seen that sort of thing in Lowell but net 
this year. We believe the superintendent is doing his utmost to stop Hl'-Kal 
Belling, and the results show that his system Is .1 very effective one. True, 
there are a few speak-easles which might be ferreted out, hnt this is a veiy 
difficult operation, and takes time nnd cautinn. The 
superintendent 
with 


his excellent liquor squad is gradually wiping them out. and we expect he 
Will eventually run them all down. \Ve believe In giving cre.lit where cie.llt 
Is due. 3t Is no i ncouragoment to public ofllcial* when they me doing their 
best to be forever hounding at them and declaring that they are In league 
with the liquor dealers. We have seen the time when the police department 
wnt> corrupt, when It winked nt violations of the law, but \\u i-.inniit fee !in>- 
thlng of the kind In Superintendent Morfalfs administration «n fur. If be 
continues to bring the violators to Justice as he has done, we think he \\lll 
receive the approbation of the citizens or Lowell when the no-license year Is 
Bnlnhcd. 


•Wo sny, therefore, that no-license Is a KUACCMH, and the result will be an- 


other year of no-llccnso ond another yenr of saving to the citizens, with a 
reduction In crime, a reduction in the number of drunks and mi imptove-

Those who are not acquainted with the 
story of Mr. irishman's early years 
would not lor a moment suspect, seeing 
him in his favorite role ot host at a 
splendid entertainment, that there was 
a time when, a penniless and despair- 
ing lad, the world promised him noth- 
ing belter t h a n t l i e fate reserved for 
BO many similar orphaned unfortunates 
—a , enseh-ss. round of drudgery and en- 
ergy spent lo little purpose. 
It has 


been said that opportunity knocks once 
and only once at every man's door, and 
Hun. being unbidden to enter, it goes 
i'wny. lo return no more. 
Whatever 


truth Hiere be in the paying, it must 
certainly be b.-iid that when opportunity 
li nocked on Mr. Irishman's door he 
threw the portal wide open and gave 
bis guest a welcome that made oppor- 
luniiy his friend throughout life. 


\Viinl is more, young Irishman did a 


good deal in tin: opportunity making 
business himself by losing sight of 
nothing thai mighl advance him in the 
estimation of tlie persons by whom he 
happened to be employed. 
In this re- 


spect, it is true, he was by no means 
unique, 
for 
lhat 
ohnractcrisllc 
has 


been one of the most valuable assets of 
iiearh- every one of the present day 
"captains of industry." 
But Leishman
